Frank Goose. Hand burned. 

Fourteen people were Injured In a fire 
panic at the Temple Theater yesterday 
afternoon. One of them. Frank Mc¬ 
Donald. of 2603 West Walnut street, was 
perhaps fatally Injured, and now hovers 
between life and death at the City Hos¬ 
pital. 

The polyscope fuse burned out, there 
was a flash of fire and a thin column of 
smoke arose. A negro yelled '’fire" with 
all his might and the 266 people who had 
paid to see “Tennessee’s Pardner’* from 
the balcony rushed for the only exit on 
the west side of the building. 

They rushed pell-mell from their 
seats. The men fought down the wom¬ 
en and children In their wild anxiety 
to escape. No mercy was shown and 
none was asked. The people, believing 
that the theater was on fire and that 
the five-foot stairway was the only 
avenue of escape, fought with the des¬ 
peration of animals. The weak ones 
fell and were trampled upon by the 
strong ones. The unfortunate, those 
who stumbled or made a misstep, went 
down crying for help. Sometimes they 
arose and fought with renewed despera¬ 
tion. But more often they never re¬ 
gained their footing and remained upon 
the floor unbolts* loua until they were 
rescued five minutes later. 

• • • 

Prevented Panic Down Stairs. 

Down stairs for a moment It seemed 
that the scene upstairs would be re¬ 
peated. But Clarence Meffert stood 
before the double exit doors and shout¬ 
ed to the people to keep cool and not 
to leave their seats. At tho same time 
Harry Bates, n comedian, appeared be¬ 
fore the curtain and sang a comic song. 
Then the orchestra struck up a lively 
air and the people were reassured. 

The panic occurred about 3.20 o'clock. 
The curtain h/id gone dowm on the sec¬ 
ond act and Dolph and Susan Levlno. 
sketch artists, held the stage. L. Fine, 
the operator of the polyscope, which 
stands on a platform In the balcony, 
was In his seat In the center of the 
front row. He was sorting his views 
preparatory to flashing them on the 
canvaa when the act of the Levlnos 
was finished. Levlno Is a caricatur¬ 
ist. His business l* to amuse people 
by drawing comic pictures of well- 
known people. 

He was drawing a profile of Admiral 
rich ley. Mis wife stood by to sing a 
parody on the Schley Court of Inquiry 
when her husband had finished tb* 

sketch. 

A few’ rapid strokes with the chalk 
and the outline lrcgan to take on the 
appearance of the Admiral. A few 
touches and the features of the noted 
"s- a dog’* v'ere recognizable. Then the 
Artist began to draw the Admiral’s 
beard, without which no picture of his 
would be complete. It was finished and 
the sketch artist stood aeJde. The peo¬ 
ple in the balcony applauded and Lev- 
ino b»w f ed his acknowledgment. Sud¬ 
denly the applause ceased. Then came 
i the cry of “fire. 

1 A shuffling of feet was tho ouly nvi*« 


that came from the balcony. A fore¬ 
boding seized the people seated down¬ 
stairs, and many turned their heeds?. 
Then came the cry of "lire.'* It wus re¬ 
peated. and pundemonlum reigned. 
There were 236 people in the balcony 
and every one of them rushed fee the 
exit on the left. There way an odor of 
burning grease and a small blaze ran 
fmm the polyscope. The negroes on the 
left rushed pell-mell against the strug¬ 
gling mass of white people and were for 
a moment stopped. Then shoulder to 
shoulder they pushed their way. Those 
nearest the step* were knocked from 
their feet. Women with babies in their 
arms were crowded and elbowed. A 
few mothers, more thoughtful than the 
others, held their infants high above 
their heads or called upon some man to 
take them to a place of safety. Sex 
counted for nothing. It was a wild 
scramble for safety. 

• • • 

Jumped From Balcony. 


Omar Pulliam, colored, believing that 
there was no chance of her gaining the 
stairway, forced her way to the edge of 
the balcony. By this time the parquet 
and dreea circle down stairs was In an 
uproar. The people downstairs, hearing 
the noise, turned and saw the fire and 
the panic. They saw the colored wom¬ 
an climb over the rail and grasp It with 
both hands. For a rjoment she hung 
motionless. Then she relaxed her hold 
and her form went speeding downward. 
Directly below her were Miss Nannie 
Sheppard and Mrs Lee Norman, med¬ 
ical student* They had arisen from 
their seats and they saw* the colored 
woman prepare for the Jump. If she 
fell and they did not move she would 
fall upon them. If they stepped aside 
she would surely alight upon the Iron 
backs of the theater chairs. Miss Shep¬ 
pard stepped to the right and Mr*. Nor¬ 
man to the left, and Just as they sepa¬ 
rated the colored woman let go. As she 
dropped the women caught her. Before 
she struck the floor their arms were 
about her waist. 

The negro woman’s right ankle struck 
the back of the chair, how’ever. and her 
ankle was broken. 

• • • 

Tried To Prevent Panic. 

And of all these- 266 people only one 
looked behind and saw that there w’as 
no danger. That one was I. J. Wether- 
ford. of 616 West Chestnut street. He Is 
a civil engineer and was seated near the 
exit when he heard the cry of fire. He 
looked at the polyscop? and «yiw that 
the fire would not be serious. Then, 
when the frightened mob forced Its way 
to him. he arose and took his position 
at the head of the landing. 

“8tand back. Stand back. There Is 
no danger,” he shouted. "A fuse has 
burned out; that Is all. Stand back or 
some of you will be killed.” 

A big swarthy laborer laughed sar- 
castlcally. "Yes,# It's all right for you 
to yell stand back. You’re where you 
can get back, but we ain’t.” 

The laborer and his companion made 
one effort, knocked down a woman with 
a baby In her anna and reached the 
landing. 

“Now, tell ’em to stand back. I don’t 
care a d— 

The crowd brushed by the young en¬ 
gineer and carried him with it. And so 
the only cool head in the balcony was 
swept away. 

And then Patrolman Savage proved 
himself a hero. It Is Ins duty to stand 
at Fourth and JtfLraon when the ave¬ 
nue Is crowded and direct people across 
In safety. He heatd the first yell of 
“fire.” An InBtant later a bat less m : m 
dashed out of the theater and yelled 
that all the people would be burned. 

• • • 

Policeman Stops the Mob. 


The patrolman struck the fire box cn 
the corner and an alarm went in from 
box No, 42. Then he ran to the theater, 
dashed up the steps to the first landing, 
turned to the right and six steps up 
met tho mob. Those on It were yelling 
and screaming at the top of their voices 
when th-? patrolman came upon them. 

“Stop!” 

Clearcut and decisive was his first 
command. 

A few heeded the command, but the 
majority attempted to pass him. 

"ttlopr he yelled again, and he stood 


upright In the center of the stairway, 
his club In his right hand. 

They came to a stop like a herd of 
ieaderless sheep. 

“There’s no danger.” the patrolman 
shouted. “The fire’s out. You can’t rush 
down these steps and be killed.” 

The officer’s attitude was threatening, 
and the short breathing spell gave the 
people time to think. 

But one old woman was not to be 
commanded. 8he was In the front rank 
and before Patrolman Savage could 
avoid her she had hold of his belt. 

’’Now, what right have you got to stop 
us?’’ she demanded 

The patrolman did not have time to 
argue the question with the woman, so 
he loosened his belt and she went 
bouncing down the steps with his b.lt 
clutched in her hand. 

Two men had followed the patrolman 
from the corner, and they came in good 
time. The three stationed themselves, 
ready to push back the first who dip- 
obeyed orders. 

“Now, then, a few of you come at a 
time. Not too many, there.'’ the patrol¬ 
man said to a mar. who was attempt¬ 
ing to Jostle aside his companion*. 
Twenty or thirty passed out lu safety. 
* • • 

Fouud Baby On the Floor. 

’’What’s this?” was the patrolman’* 
query as he stooped dowr. 

"A baby? And It’s crushed. I believe 
It * dead. Now, stand back until 1 take 
It downstairs.” 

Then a few more of the pleasure- 
seekers w’ere allowed to pas* out. Prob¬ 
ably a hundred had gone when the sec¬ 
ond landing was reached. 

A half dozen men and women were 
lying upon the floor. Their legs and 
arms extended over the step*. Upon 
them stood a half hundred people. Oc¬ 
casionally a moan or sob or a cry was 
heard. But most of them were uncon¬ 
scious. It was plain to be seen that this 
had been the battle ground. 

The stair which leads from the bal¬ 
cony is situated on the w’est side. Five 
or «lx steps from the top is the first 
landing. The turn is sharp; then fol¬ 
lows another section of eighteen or 
twenty steps before the first binding, or 
the entrance proper to the theater la 
reached. When the patrolman and his 
assistants came upon the wounded they 
again commanded the pleasure-seeker* 
to halt. 

One young man was found with his 
arm entwined about a companion’s leg, 
and the friend was doing hie best to 
keep the crowd from trampling upon 
him. When the crowd had passed ard 
the Injured were alone assistance was 
summoned, and the helpless were car¬ 
ried to a room on the first floor. 

When all had been removed the pa¬ 
trolman worked hla way to the top of 
the stairs. It required perhaps ten min¬ 
utes to clear the steps and gallery. 

• • • 

Trouble Down Stairs. 

And while those In the gallery were 
doing their utmost to trample each 
other to death the occupants of the low¬ 
er floor were by no means quiet. The 
parquet and dress circle were well filled. 
And at the first sign of the panic every 
man and woman arose to their feet. For 
a moment It locked as if they would 
charge the double exit door and beat it 
down. The curtain was hastily rung 
down. The Levlno* left the stage ar*l 
Harry Bates came on. He tried his 
funniest song, but the crowd was In no 
mood for comedy. The people were 
frightened and they wanted to get out. 
Manager Meffert and his son Clarence 
were sitting In the rear room. When 
they realized that a stampede was on 
In the gallery their first thought was 
to save any people down stairs from 
Injury. Both leaped to their feet and 
ran to the doors. Manager Meffert turn¬ 
ed and faced the audience and hy his 
aid** stood his son. The young man said 
something, but the noise drowned his 
words. He waved his hand.- and again 
attempted to reassure the people. 

“Sit down. There Is no danger,” he 
cried. 

He repeated the words two or three 
times, and finally his words began to 
have some effect. 

“There !s no fire. There Is no dan¬ 
ger. If you will keep your scats none of 
you will be Injured,” the young man 
shouted. 

Harry Bates, on the stage, was still 
singing hls comic song. Then the or¬ 
chestra struck up a lively air. and the 
people began to look sham-facedly at 
each other. They saw no more fire and 
sat dowr. It required only a frw min¬ 
ute* to reassure them, but had not Mr. 
Meffert possessed a cool head there 
would have been a different story to tell. 

After the people down stairs had a?a ! n 
taken their seats Manager Meffert rush¬ 
ed to the balcony steps and ran up them 
two at a time. He met the crowd at the 
first landing, and was In time to pull a 
negro from beneath the mob’s feet. He 
told It afterward and laughingly added 

that the negro was unhurt. 

• • • 

Caring For the Injured. 

Then began the work of caring for the 
wounded- They were all carried to the 
large room formerly occupied hy the 
press representatives of the Triennial 
Cbnclave. Chair* were overturned and 
coat* were placed upon their back*. 
These formed pillow* for the wounded. 
Dr. Buschemeyer was the first to ar¬ 
rive. He was followed by Dr. Fr**d 
Meyer, Dr. S. B. Meyer, Dr. Barbour, 
Dr. Flelschaker and Dr. Samuel Coch¬ 
ran. Most of the physicians were upou

DEFENSE ENDS TO-MORROW. 


Only Thirty-Five Wit¬ 
nesses Yet To Be Heard. 


POWERS’ TRIP TO LOUISVILLE 


NOT TO FURNISH AN ALIBI, BUT 
TO ARRANGE FOR MORE 
“PETITIONERS.” 


CAPT. SHARPE'S TESTIMONY. 


Georgetown. Ky.. Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
The defense In the case of Caleb Pow¬ 
ers Introduced a number of its material 
witnesses to-day, and it is said there 
are about forty more to testify. One 
of the attorneys for Powers, when 
asked to-night when the defense would 
close, said: "We will have about thir¬ 
ty-five witnesses here to-morrow and 
we should finish Thursday morning.” 

If the defense does close its case 
Thursday the Jury will probably be tak¬ 
en to Frankfort Friday morning, the 
testimony in rebuttal will not consume 
much time and the argument la ex¬ 
pected to begin Friday night or Satur¬ 
day morning. Consequently all fears 
of a mistrial have passed unless the 
Jury should not be able to agree on a 
verdict. 

Among the prominent witnesses for 
Powers to-day were former State Treas¬ 
urer George W. Long, former State 
Auditor Samuel H. Stone and C. 
M. Harnett, chairman of the Republic¬ 
an State Central Committee. So far 
ex-Uov. W. O. Bradley and cx-Judge 
W. H. Yost, summoned as witnesses 
for the defense, have not put in their 
appearance in Georgetown, but they 
may be among the witnesses who are 
expected to-morrow. 

To-night the trial room was packed 
with people. 

Big parties from adjoining counties 
are already coming to Georgetown to 

hear the arguments of the attorneys. 

• • • 

Consulted Before Arrests Were Made. 


A small crowd was In attendance 
when court convened this morning at 
9 o'clock. The first witness was P. M. 
I O’Reilly, of Louisville, who was in the 
•Senate chamber when Goebel was shot. 
I It was his Impression that the shots 
were fired directly In front of the State- 
house and not from the executive huild- 
I lng. When cioss-examlned by Mr. WI11- 
| lams. Mr. O’Reilly said that he was a*k- 
j ed what he knew a week after Goebel 
1 was shot. At the time none of the men 
accused of Goebel’s murder had been 
i arrested. 

George W. Long, former State Treas- 
j urer. was called to the witness stand. 
He said he had been instructed hy VV. S. 
Taylor to go to Louisville on January 20. 
I the day Goebel was shot, with Caleb 
Powers and Walter R. Day to make 
financial and transportation arrange¬ 
ments to bring a big crowd of men to 
Frankfort from Western Kentucky to 
‘•petition’’ the Legislature. Mr. Long 
said he did go to Louisville with Pow¬ 
ers atid Day. but at a meeting at the 
Willard Hotel it was determined not to 
bring the men. as It was believed that 
the shooting of Goebel would make a 
complete change in the situation at 
Frankfort. 

Mr. Long, on cross-examination, said 
he hail written a letter of recommenda¬ 
tion for Wharton Golden, recommending 
him os a “man of the highest integ¬ 
rity. Industrious and sober’’ He said 
at that time l»e believed that Golden 
was that sort of a man. Mr. Long was 
asked by Mr. Williams If he had not 
contributed money to aid In paying the 
lawyers who were defending Powers, 
and he replied that he had. 

• • • 

Two Barren County Witnesses. 

Edward Mentz, of Glasgow Junction, 
Barren county, and James Frank Tay¬ 
lor. of Glasgow, whom Mr. Long wired 
on January 30 to meet him In Louis¬ 
ville. produced Mr. Long's telegram and 
said that they were summoned to con¬ 
sult with Messrs. Long, Powers and 
Day about bringing the petitioners from 
Western Kentucky: 

On cn.ss-oxamlnatlon by Mr. Williams 
thi* question was put to Mr. Taylor: 
"Did you not say to John Barlow and 
others in Glasgow that ‘Goebel will be 
killed. I will not do It myself, but men 
have been found who will do It?*’’ 

“I never made such a statement to 
any one,*’ replied Mr. Taylor.

George Fetter’* Opinion. 

George G. Fetter, of Louisville, said 
It was hls Impression that the shot 
which killed Goebel was fired from the 
agricultural building. He skid that Goe¬ 
bel fell at least six feet from the square 
stone slab on the pavement at Frank¬ 
fort. which Is supposed to indicate the 
exact spot where Mr. Goebel was stand¬ 
ing when he wan shot. He said there 
was no secret about Powers’ order for 
badges to be worn by the mountain men 
at Frankfort The order came Just like 
all other orders.

I GOLD DISCOVERY NEAR PUEBLO. 


London, Oct. 23.—The Morning Leader 
publishes the following communication 
dated Saturday v October 19. from Sofia: 

“On the frontier near Grossbelove yes¬ 
terday five fugitives from Baniska* 
Macedonia, among them a brother of 
Mme. Tsilka. Mis* Stone's companion, 
were shot dead by Turkish frontier 
guards while endeavoring to cross Into 
Bulgarian territory. 

"United States Consul General Dickin¬ 
son, believing that they were member* 
or the American mission church, has de¬ 
manded an official inquiry. Great bru¬ 
tality exists In the district between 
Ranieka and the frontier. Turkish of¬ 
ficials have arrested over 100 resident* 
of Bulgarian nationality and subjected 
them to torture In order to wring from 
them information as to Miss Stone’s 
whereabouts. Several of them died un¬ 
der torture. 

“The Bulgarian authorities, likewise 
worried over the affair, are continually 
arresting fugitives from Macedonia, and 
this euuw bad blood." 

Mi&s Stone At Jakoouda. 

London, Oct. 23.—“It is reported from 
Sofia.” iMys the Vienna correspondent 
of the Daily Mail, “that United 8tate» 
Consul General Dickinson ha* received

THE CUBAN CAMPAIGN 


DESCRIBED BY THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS CORRESPONDENT. 


WHAT CAPT. SIGSBEE SAID. 


Sold Commander of Flying Squadron 
That Spaniards Were Not In 
Santiago Harbor. 


IVANS CRITICISED PHILIP. 


Washing Ion. Oct. 22.—The principal 
wltniu before the Schley Court of In¬ 
quiry to-duy was Mr. George E. Gra¬ 
ham, who as an Associated Press cor¬ 
respondent was with Commodore 
Schley during the entire Cubas cam¬ 
paign. 

Mr. Graham's testimony covered all 
the principal events of the campaign 
and discussed especially the bombard¬ 
ment of the Spanish ship Colon on May 
21 and of the battle off Santiago on 
July 8. 

• • • 

The Reconnoiasance. 

Mr, Graham testified to hearing a 
conversation between Commodore 
Schley and Capt. Sigsbee, when the 
latter came aboard the flagship Brook¬ 
lyn ofT Santiago. May 26. Fie said he 
had distinctly heard Capt. Sigsbee tell 
the Commodore that th-‘ Spanish fleet 
was not Inside th- harbor at Santiago. 
Mr. Graham al«b stated that Admiral 
Schley had told him that the object of 
the bombardment of May 31 was to de¬ 
velop the Spanish land batteries, ( and 
he said that the range was fixed at 
7.000 or 7.500 yards In order to draw 
their fire. He further said with refer¬ 
ence to the events of this engagement 
that he had heard no conversation In 
whkh Commodore Schley had said that 
the officers in their white uniforms 
were conspicuous objects.

Evans' Charges. 


fire of the shore butteries. The wit¬ 
ness did not hear Schley say unythlng 
ahiiut the officers being conspicuous 
marks In their white suits, nor did he 
hear the Commodore say that he in¬ 
tended “potting the Colon."

Battle of July 3. 

After concluding his narrative of this 
Incident, the witness was asked about 
fuinpiclous incidcn s in the harbor at 
Santiago on the evening of July 2, and 
he said that he recalled that the Com¬ 
modore had sent the Vixen to investi¬ 
gate. Describing the battle of July 3. 
Mr. Graham said that Commodore 
Schley had gotten to a position in front 
of the conning tower as soon as the 
nose of the first of the Spanish ships 
appeared. The Brooklyn was at that 
time, he said, pointing almost north. 
Lieut. Simpson had hied the first gun 
from the eight-inch »urret*. and. calling 
to Commodore Schley, said: 

“How is that?" To this the Commo¬ 
dore replied. “Didn't see IL Simpson, 
but keep at it."

Schley Exposed. 


Simpson, who was also a watch officer 
on the Brooklyn.

Fired First Shot. 

Lieut. Simpson told of the beginning 
of the cruise from Key West, May 19. In 
describing the battle of July 3. he stat¬ 
ed that he had occupied a position in 
the forward turret when the battle of 
July 3 began and he fired the first gun. 
He was unable to testify concerning 
the loop because he had to repair his 
guns. 

After the turn he said that he had 
again picked up the forward Spanish 
ship, which was still the Marla Teresa, 
He could hear smaller shot, indicating 
close range, and during the entire tune 
he had heard Commodore Schley's 
voice frequently cheering the men. He 
also told of the light with the Vlscaya. 

At this point the witness described 
the eomhig up of the Oregon and told 
i of .Schley a signals to him to cease br¬ 
ing on the Vlscaya, which had turned 
In shore. Lieut. Simpson then described 
the chose of the Colon. 


Continuing, the witness said that by 
the time the Brooklyn had comple’ed 
her turn (and he thought the turn had 
been continuously to the right), the 
three leading Spanish ships had 
emerged from the harbor. Th*' witness 
thought they had come out in fan-shape 
order. “The Commodore." he said, “at 
this point stood all the time on the side 
| of the tire, so that he could see what 
was doing."

Was Absolutely Cool. 

"He was absolutely cool and sent con¬ 
tinuous messages to the men to cheer 
them up. When Ellis* head was shot off 
he wiped some of the blood from his 
own person, and, as the men picked up 
the body to throw it overboard, while 
the rest of us stood horrified, h** calm¬ 
ly said: ‘Don't throw ihai body over. 
Take it below and we'll give it Chris¬ 
tian burial.* 

“When the Vlscaya went ashore the 
Commodore went Into th* conning tow¬ 
er and himself • 

the men below: They are all g<me but 
one; it all depends on you. boys,’"

Coming of the Oregon. 


Mr. Graham detailed a conversation 
between Commodore Schley and Copt. 
Jtobley D. Evans, w hich took place after 
the Santiago engagement. There was 
some discussion over the admissibility 
of this statement, but the court decided 
that any conversation between the 
Commodore and anyone else bearing 
upon the case was admissible. 

The court opened with Lieut. B. W. 
■Wells, Jr., who was Commodore 
Schley’s flag lieutenant during the 
Spanish War. still on the stand, but 
he was soon displaced to allow Yeoman 
Albert V. Mason, who had written the 
Brooklyn’s log for the period covering 
the entire Santiago campaign, to testi¬ 
fy. Mr. Mason explained the erasures 
In the log entry referring to the Brook¬ 
lyn's turn on the day of the battle off 
Suntiago.

Afternoon Witnesses. 


The witnesses for the afternoon were 
Dennis J. Cronin, who was Admiral 
Schley's orderly, and who also testified 
along the same lines as Mr. Graham, to 
the conversation with Capt. Sigsbee; 
Lieut.* Commander Wm. K. Itush, who 
said he thought the Vlscaya had plan¬ 
ned to ram the Brooklyn; Lieut. Ed¬ 
ward Simpson, who gave a graphic pic¬ 
ture of the battle of July 3. and Lieut. 
Edward T. Fitzgerald, an assistant en¬ 
gineer. who was on duty in the fire 
room on July 3, and who testltled that 
an order had been given early In the 
action to stand by for a ram.

Lieut. Weils Called. 

Lieut. Wells resumed his testimony 
®oo*i after the Court of Inquiry was call¬ 
ed to order at 11 o'clock to-doy, and con¬ 
tinued his narrative of the events of 
the Cuban campaign of 1S98. He was 
under cross-examination by Judge Ad¬ 
vocate Lemly and his apslBtanl. Mr. 
Hanna, when the court adjourned yes¬ 
terday. and they continued their ques¬ 
tions to-day. Lieut. Wells was follow¬ 
ed by A. V. Mason, the log writer of 
the Brooklyn, w f bo wrote the lugs on 
that vessel during the Cuban cam¬ 
paign.

When Mr. Mason retired Mr. George 
Edwaid Graham, the Associated Press 
correspondent, woa called. He was ques¬ 
tioned by Mr. Rnyner and said he had 
be«m on the Brooklyn from March 29 to 
August 20. 1S98. 

Mr. Graham was then questioned con¬ 
cerning the conversation between Com¬ 
modore Schley and Capt. Sigsbee on 
the occasion of the Captain's visit to 
the Brooklyn on May 26. as follows: 

“Did you see Capt. Sigsbee on board 
the Brooklyn on May 26?" 

"Yes. sir " 

“Did you hear him In conversation 
grlth Commodore Schley?" 

“Yes, sir." 

"Can you give us what that conver- 
iatlon was?" 

• • • 

Sigsbee's Statement. 

•'After he had reached the quarter 
d^ck from the gangway he stopped, and 
Commodore Schley wild to him: 'Have 
w«* got ’em. Sigsbee?* Capt. S gsbee 
•aid: 'No. they are not here. I have 
been here for a week, and they ure not 
ber«*.’ " 

“Is that the whole of the conversation 
os you recoil *- t?" 

“No. sir. We w^nt aft. further back 
on the quarter deck, and he continued 
the conversation. Commodate Schley 
•aid: ‘Are you aur they a:o not in 
there?' He said: *1 have been very 
close to the harbor entrance two or 
three times. Capt. Cotton has lv**n in 
and cut a cable, and they are not 
there * " 

"You beard Sigsbee ray that?" 

“Yes, sir. I took some part In the 
conversation."

Mr. Rayner then repeated hit? ques¬ 
tion, asking him to repeat the conversa¬ 
tion, which Mr. Graham did. as fol¬ 
lows: 

"Capt. Evans came into the cabin. I 
sat at a round-table In the center. Com¬ 
modore Schley got up and shook hands 
with Capt. Evans, and the latter said: 
‘Schley, did you see Philip turn around 
and run out of the tight?* The Com¬ 
modore said: ‘No; neither did you. He 
did not run out of the light.* Capt. 
Evans said: ‘Oh. ye* he did; I saw 
him.’ Capt. Evans said he was In the 
next ship and saw him. The Commo¬ 
dore said: *1t was not the Texas, at all. 
The Texas was in the fight all th* time. 
The ship you saw turn around was the

Graham Upheld. 


Mr. Graham then described the re- 
eon nolmance of May 31. and stated 
that Commodore Schley said he did not 
Intend to do anything except to find 
out the strength of the shon* batteries. 
During the bombardment Mr. Graham 
was aboard the Massachusetts and wus 
In the pilot house during the con¬ 
versation between Capt. Hlgglnson 
and Commodore Schley Both officer*. 
h H said, smoked their cigars and chat¬ 
ted over the report that large guns had 
been mounted. Coi»nodor« gchley 
stated that he interned to go in to 
about 7,000 or 7,500 yard* and draw the 


Schley’s Bearing. 

In reply to a question, Lieut. Simp¬ 
son said he had seen Commodore 
Schley several times during the erg.ige- 
ment of July 3, but he remembered him 
especially as he stood wtidh the Vlscaya 
went ashore. "He was," said the wit¬ 
ness. ' leaning against the turret, in the 
most natural position, holding his glass¬ 
es in his arms." 

“What was his deportment and bear¬ 
ing?" 

“It was that of it brave man; self-pos¬ 
sessed. alert to his duties and encour¬ 
aging to officers and men to do their 
, duty." 

When Lieut. Simpson was excused 
Lieut. Edward P. Fitzgerald, who was 
an assistant engineer on the Brooklyn 
during the battle of Santiago, was 
called to the stand. He said that he 
was In the fire room during the battle 
and that there were several orders. One 
of these given at the beginning of the 
engagement was to “stand by for a 
ram or collision quarters." 

The witness was not questioned on 
other poln-ts, nor cross-exnmined. When 
he left the stand the court adjourned 
for the day. 


"Did you see the Oregon7" a fc k<?d Mr.

“Very distinctly. I saw* her coming 
up about the time we were beginning 
to get scared.

“Did you see the Texas before the 
turu?”

Schley Anxious. 

"Did you ever see Commodore Schley 
when he appeared to he laboring un¬ 
der any mental excitement?"

That w*as 
when It looked as if the Colon might 
get away.

The second letter Is one 
written In answer to a decoy letter sent 
by Post-office Inspector Greenway In 
answer to the first letter. In this sec¬ 
ond letter the writer makes an engage¬ 
ment for Mrs. Cole In his room at the 
hotel and tells how* the room may he 
reached. The letters are so indecent as 
to preclude their publication. 

The third letter was written after Dr. 
Franklin’s arrest. It was w r rttten to 
Mrs. Cole in a disguised hand, with the 
palpable purpose of having her believe 
that the author of It wrote the first let¬ 
ter. and that he had not been suspect¬ 
ed. 

The case Is set for trial on Thursday 
next.

THE COURTS WILL DECIDE. 


democratic Candidate For Circuit 
Judge May Also Run For 
County Attorney. 


Cynthlana. Ky., Oct. 22.—[Special.]— 
For several days Harrison county pol¬ 
itics ha* been exceedingly turbulent and 
the feature of the tangle growing out 
of J. J. Osborne’s nomination a* candi¬ 
date for Circuit Judge by District 
Chairman Smith developed to-day 
when County Clerk Cummins decided 
to place the name of M. G. Land under 
the Democratic device as the regular 
nominee for County Attorney. A short 
time ago w*hen Osborne's appointment 
as the nominee for Circuit Judge was 
announced there w*as at once a lively 
scramble for the nomination for Coun¬ 
ty Attorney, as it w*as thought Os¬ 
borne would resign that nomination. 
It would then fall to Dr. Smith, also 
County Chairman, to make the nomi¬ 
nation for County Attorney, and it 
was understood to he his Intention to 
appoint J. Stanley Webster. 

When it was found that M. G. Land 
hod secured 400 signatures to a peti¬ 
tion to place his name on the ballot 
under the device. Mr. Osborne refused 
to resign the nomination, and now 
claims that there is no vacancy. Mr. 
Land filed his petition last night and 
the County Clerk to-day decided that 
by accepting the Judicial nomination 
Osborne had forfeited the nomination 
a* County Attorney. The clerk there¬ 
fore decided to place Mr. Land under 
the rooster as the Democratic nominee 

It is now understood that mandamus 
proceedings will at once be brought in 
the Circuit Court In Falmouth to com¬ 
pel the clerk to paste Osborne’s name 
In the ballot over Land's name. Thla 
action will be decided by Special Judge 
Applegate, who was elected by the 
Pendleton county bar In Falmouth to 
preside In the place of Judge Kennedy, 
who I* still In Colorado. 

If Osborne be successful In this ac¬ 
tion. as some lawyers think probable, 
there will be the unusual occurrence of 
one man, Mr. Osborne, holding two 
plates on the ticket and being elected 
as both Circuit Judge and County At¬ 
torney. He would then qualify a* 
Judge, leaving a vacancy for County 
Attorney, which place would then havo 
to be filled by appointment.

A very brilliant performance of 
f*rravlata“ wan given at the matinee b> 
tha Grau Opera. Company. 
imr Sembrlch on Violetta. The fact that 
ube wn« to ring was the Ohlcf cause for 
•the assembling of a lor* audience-thls 
and the desire to hear om4 more an opera 
whose exquisite melodies a™ familiar to 
us all, though the opera Itself lias **ot 
.been sun* her© In so long a time that 
many In the audience hod never lw-for© 
beard It in Us entirety Mme Sembrlch 
herself has on various occasions sung 
here some of the arias from la I ruvl- 
atn.” and so has help©*! to familiar!*© 
Xiou'.svllle audiences with those solntlllat. 
Jng gems of song of which Verdi was so 
completely the master. 

But. after all. “La Travlata" belongs 
%o a school and represents a period of the 
composer's remarkable career* happily 
supplanted by something much better, 
much more sincere, deeper and more mov¬ 
ing, as well as vastly more masterful In 
musical construction. The opera was pro¬ 
duced In 1553. when Verdi fairly reveled 
In the brilliant and delicious melody of 
arias that are Immortal. But the work 
give** no him of that consistent artistic 
purpose and conception flr«t expressed 
something like twenty years later in 
••Alda,” and which had so magnificent a 
development in "Othello." It l« a little 
difficult for modern taste to accept the In¬ 
consistencies of the older school, and quite 
impossible for the auditor educated under 
the Influences created by Wagner to lose 
himself In any illusion when there is no 
continuity of thought or form In th© work 
of the composer. The orchestra, for the 
most part, merely plays an accompani¬ 
ment to the singers, and It Is but slightly 
suggestlve of the piottve* Inspiring the 
action. Passages that Verdi himself later 
would have nml© the tragic expression of 
suffering are other mere bathos. From 
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soaring high ofl the wings of a strong and 
beautiful r.ielody we suddenly descend to 
the trft.* and commonplace. The thought 
andi irte emotion are not sustained, and 
listen to a series of brilliant com¬ 
positions that! arouse our enthusiasm for 
the moment, but leave us with a rensc of 
artistic Incompleteness, musically and 
dramatically. 

This is all tl^r* more strange because of 
the fact that In the exquisite Introduc¬ 
tion to the third act the composer shows 
that already he apprehended the use of 
the orchestra In sustaining the dramatic 
action, and he was sufficiently master of 
It to produce such effects. There are 
few orchestral compositions more deli¬ 
cately beautiful and suggestive than this 
Introduction. In which the strings and 
reeds aro made to express all the sadness 
and beauty of Violetta's death after a 
life redeemed by love. The melancholy 
of theso minor strains of tho violins, 
with the sweet harmonies of tho other 
strings and the reeds, is produced with a 
knowledge and a touch as sure of efTccts 
as anything Verdi ever wrote In later 
© moth lug of th< -p'.rit which in¬ 

spired this masterpiece is retained 
throughout the act, and In this last scene 
of the opera the orchestra Is used to 
help in the developtVbnt of the drama. 

Notwithstanding the objections that 
mhy be made to the form of ,, Ist TravL 
ata, ' the work contains s«> many splen¬ 
did bursts of song, such wealth and va¬ 
riety of wonderfully brilliant composi¬ 
tion, such richness of musical fancy, such 
exquisitely harmonised duets for the so¬ 
prano and the tenor, that It would be 
a coldly critical audience which was not 
moved to frequent and enthusiastic ap¬ 
plause when miclf singers as were heard 
yesterday give the music Mme. 8 ©m- 
brich's Violetta shows ul! of the marvel¬ 
ous skill of that most delightful of so¬ 
pranos From the very first, after Mr. 
Snl.gnat had somewhat disappointingly 
introduced the famous Brindisi/* Mm©.

OLD-TIMERS ON THE GRIDIRON. 


New Haven. Conn., Oct. 22 .—In a 
gr©at amphitheater, bedecked In blue 
and Illumined by long strlnga of orange- 
hued lanterns and Greek fire flaming 
and smoking skyward from poles erert- 
©d about the campus, the sons of Yale 
witnessed to-night un allegorical per¬ 
formance of the dramatic association 
of the university and listened to the 
songs of the student chorus, drilled 
especially for this feature of the bi¬ 
centennial celebration. 

After an afternoon devoted to foot¬ 
ball. In which the ‘Varsity eleven 
showed Its prowess, and the veteran 
heroes of the gridiron matched their 
strength and old-time skill victoriously 
against the college team. It was not un¬ 
fitting that graduates and students 
should assemble within the historic 
campus and voice their appreciation of 
the festival time. They ranged them¬ 
selves by clnsses within the amphi¬ 
theater. nearly B .000 strong, every class 
having a distinctive transparency to 
mark its position, and joined with vigor 
In the bicentennial songs. 

The amphitheater was erected in the 
center of the old campus facing south 
Middle dormitory. In frotu of which th* 
temporary stage for the amateur per¬ 
formers was built. On this open air 
stage the members of the University 
Dramatic Association, under the leader¬ 
ship of Frank Lea Rhort as stag© di¬ 
rector. presented a performance sym¬ 
bolic of successive events In the history 
of Yale. 

Between each of the scenes there were 
familiar college songs by the student 
chorus. In which all the thousands of 
graduates ranged about the amphi¬ 
theater heartily participated. Several 
bands were stationed at the campus and 
at Intervals added to the musical dem¬ 
onstration of the evening.

Sang With a Vengeance. 


The “Boola** song was given with an 
unction never known before when A. 
M. Hirsh. Its compos*r, of the claa? of 
190t, known familiarly as "Pop," the 
catcher of the baseball team for two 
years, rose from hia seat In response to 
numerous calls from the amphitheater 
and personally led the great chorus. 

An even more Impressive feature of 
an impromptu nature was the reception 
accorded the rendition of the doxology 
In the ' losing chapel scene. Thousands 
*»f voktrt Joined In the music and when 
tho llkenoes of Klihu Yale was presented 
on the stage there was an enthusiastic 
outburst of applause. Some one Imme¬ 
diately started the refrain. "Bright Col- 
lege Years." All the Immense assem¬ 
blage caught up the familiar words and 
when the lln© "For God. for j Country 
and for Yale" was reached, by com¬ 
mon impulse, the wearers «V the blue 
aro«* from their peats in a body and 
rendered the sentiment with bared 
heads At that moment hundreds of 
bombs tver© exploded in the rear of the 
amphitheater seats.

Tuesday Evening. Oct. 21 — After a 
morning of dullnesv and declining prices, 
the stock market had a sudden accession 
of strength late this afternoon, and closed 
at sharp advance* over yesterday. The 
mont noticeable feature was the buoyancy 
In the Chicago and Northwestern stocks, 
which began early and resulted In a 6 
point rise for the common and 10 points 
for the preferred. Omaha common rose 
30 and the preferred 13. while St. Paul 
advanced 3. Union and Southern Pacific 
and the whole market responded, and the 
closing was at the top. Money was 3frt 
per cent., closing at 3 1 * and being a Utile 
firmer. Sterling exchange was strong. Gov¬ 
ernment bonds were weak, and railroads 
Irregular. 

Wheat was fairly steady, closing a 
•hade higher. Corn suffered from liquid¬ 
ation early, but rallied later and closed 
at Me lower. Oats sympathised with 
corn, but closed unchanged. Provisions 
were steady and 2^7Hc higher. 

Cattle In Chicago were steady to slow. 
Hog* were 10££c lower. Sheep were 
steady to 30c lower. 


British Expenditure*. 

The denial by the London Economist 
that a special session of Parliament will 
be necessary to provide funds for the 
prosecution of the South African war 
Is accompanied by figures which do not 
make pleasant reading for the British 
taxpayers. 

The estimates for the present fiscal 
year were that the receipts would 
amount to a thousand million dollars 
in round numbers. Of this about seven 
hundred millions are revenue, and the 
remainder comes from the sale of a new 
Issue of consols. The first half year, 
ended September 30. shows an expend¬ 
iture of mors than 1500.000.000. while the 
receipts ar? some 310,000,000 less than 
the disbursements. In order to make 
the two balance it Is necessary that the 
revenue shall increase for the remainder 
of the year, and this is expected. Even 
•hould this expectation be realized, the 
margin between receipts and expend¬ 
itures will be narrow. It seems clear, 
however, that the deficit, should there 
be any. Is not of sufficient magnitude 
to require an extra session of Parlia¬ 
ment. In case of a temporary deficiency 
of revenue a short loan would be feas¬ 
ible. 

Even for so great a country as Great 
Britain the expenditure of a thousand 
million dollars a year Is unpleasant to 
contemplate, especlaJly when three- 
tenths of it must be borrowed. This 
latter fact Is not at all sweetened by 
the sale of consols at 94H. a figure 
which would have been regarded a few 
years ago as Impossible unless In the 
•vent of war with a strong nation. The 
great expenditures are only In part on 
account of the war. of course, but they 
belp to foster discontent respecting the 
unexpected length of the war. 


Consul General Dickinson's Stand. 

The sympathetic action of the Russian 
and Turkish Goov era meats In regard to 
the case of Mtos Stone and Mrs. 
Tsllka is creditable, but no more 
than should be expected on the 
part of both those nations, while 
it is still to be seen if their 
efforts amount to anything. Turkey 
has nominal sovereignty over Bulgaria, 
In whose territory the outrage was com¬ 
mitted, and Russia has long held the 
most Intimate relations with the Gover¬ 
nment at Sofia. As we have the word 
of Consul Dickinson at Constantinople 
that the Macedonian Committee Is re¬ 
sponsible for the kidnaping and as 
this committee has been tolerated by 
the Bulgarian authorities for years there 
Is no excuse for indifference, in fact, if 
the release of the two unfortunate wo¬ 
men Is not speedily effected, the two 
large nations will be held to a stricter 
accountability than even Bulgaria. Such 


incidents as these often make history, 
and if Abdul Hamid is the shrewd 
statesman he is represented to b? he will 
lose no time In compelling the surrender 
of the prisoners and In promptly punish¬ 
ing the brigands as quickly as they can 
be apprehended. The resourcesof an Ori¬ 
ental monarch for work of this kind are 
so extensive that there ought to be no 
great difficulty in his way, provided he 
Is sincere In his promises. 

The ac\lon of the American Consul 
General is that of a man equal to his 
position, though It la possible he may 
be mistaken In his conclusions ns to 
the Identity of the bandits. As Mr. 
Dickinson Is known to be a wann-hrart- 
ed man who would takt no desperate 
chances where a woman’s life and honor 
are concerned, we must believe he Is act¬ 
ing for the best. If the brigands are 
really under the direction of the Mace¬ 
donian Committee, as Mr. Dickinson is 
convinced they are, then the prisoners 
are In no real danger, and their ultimate 
release Is certain. Mr. Dickinson Is In 
a position where he can not afford to 
make a mistake, and the fact that he 
has shown no hesitation In taking his 
determined stand Is the b^t reason we 
have for believing In Its correctness. 
Should he accomplish the return of Miss 
Stone and her companion he will de¬ 
serve great praise for the coolness that 
kept him from yielding to the pressure 
for an Immediate and unquestioned ran- 
Bom. He Is on the ground, where he 
konws all the facts that any one can 
know*, and we must presume he Is rlghL 


Low, the Reformer, Lo! 

After all the thing we call politic® Is 
a bundle of perplexities as the thing we 
call Government is a bundle of compro¬ 
mises. Exactly how far the individual 
may wisely go In standing out against 
the party regularity must forever re¬ 
main a problem with each man’s con¬ 
science. In the end few of us get Just 
exactly what we want, as. In the begin¬ 
ning. our range of selection, being 
abridged by the practical necessities of 
each suocedlng dilemma. Is often limit¬ 
ed to what mopt of us regard as merely 
& choice of evils. 

Take the pending municipal contest In 
the City of New York, for example. The 
Republicans did not want Seth Low. But 
they had to take him. Tammany, on 
the other hand, stood between the Devil 
and the deep blue sea. It was Color, or 
Shepard. Neither was a thing of beau¬ 
ty. nor a Joy forever- but It was the one 
or the other or nothing; so, the braves 
took Shepard. It Is now nip and tuck, 
hip and thigh, between Low and Shep¬ 
ard, who, three years ago were snug¬ 
gling In the same crib. Truly, among 
many queer productions, politics makes 
very strange bed-fellows. In New York, 
at least, expediency has ever been the 
rul^. 

“Tammany has upon Its hands the 
fight of It® life,” we are told. But the 
tiger, like the cat, has many lives. An 
organization which could survive Tweed 
was not born to die. It Is In a sense 
Immortal. That Richard Ooker put It 
In peril when he bought an estate In 
England and set up for a country gen¬ 
tleman—that he actually defeated Its 
ticket In the Roosevelt-Van Wyck fight 
when he made the fatal break with re¬ 
spect to the Issue embodied by the rejec¬ 
tion of Judge Daly—that he, more than 
It. is the Issue now. 1® not to say that It 
is not a wondrous power; at once a po¬ 
litical machine and an eleemosynary in¬ 
stitution Inverted with great opportuni¬ 
ties for good and evil. 

If the followers of Low could reduce 
the contest to the point where they have 
pitched It—that Is, all good men on 
one side, and all bad men on the other 
side—they would have a picnic. But 
what assurance has the poor layman 
who wishes to do right, no more and 
no less, that the mask of purism worn 
by the Republicans Is not the merest 
springe to catch woodcock? Why may 
not an honest Democrat see In Mr. 
Shepard an antidote against whatever 
virus It may be claimed exists In Cro- 
ker and Tammany Hall? 

The history of preceding reform 
movements In New York Is not very 
encouraging to Intelligent people who 
are able to distinguish between hawk 
and buzzard. The County Democrat* 
came in only* to out-Tammany Tam¬ 
many. The Goo-gooa came In to make 
a monkey of morality. In each instance 
the taxpayers were glad to get Tam¬ 
many back. In view of these things 
honest partisans ask themselves why 
they should sacrifice their party upon 
the altar of blatant Pharisaism? They 
say to themselves, why should we not 
give our own dog the benefit of the 
doubt? 

But It seems that there Is yet an¬ 
other question working Its way to the 
surface. There Is In New York a large 
vote made up of men who came orig¬ 
inally from the South. For the first 
time a distinct appeal Is mnde to these. 
They are asked as Southern gentlemen 
to turn aside from the vulgar Tiger and 
to vote for a gentleman in the person 
of Seth Low*. If Mr. Low Is elected 
Mayor, he and the President will be 
birds of a feather; machine politics will 
be # relegated, along with Platt and 
Odell, to the rear: only Great Moral 
Ideas and Ideals, obliterating all minor 
distinctions of race and color and find¬ 
ing their own alone In the brotherhood 
of Man. shall prevail; so that the very 
sewers of the Metropolis shall run pure 
water newly distilled and sent rushing 
from Columbia Heights elenr away to 
Oyster Bay! 

It Is a pretty conceit, a very pretty 
conceit. What are the Bouthrons go¬ 
ing to do about It? And Just here 
comes one of them with a letter to the 
Editor of the Courier-Journal. In 
which he says: 

“I am an anti-Tammany Democrat. I 
was a Confederate soldier. I have lived in 
New York thirty years and have hue 
well In my business. I had It In mind to 
vote for Mr. Low. But a neighbor of mine 
has in his possession a note from Mr. Low 
In which he say® that he cast hi® vote 
against the placing of the name of Robert 


K. Lee In the Hall of Fame. What do you 
think of this? Should it exerclsv any In¬ 
fluence over my vote? Should It weigh In 
the present contest? I confess myself In 
doubt and I write to you- frankly for 
counsel.*' y 

Between Mr. Low's ostracism\>f Lee 
and the present campaign for Mayor 
of New York there would seem at first 
blush no particular relation and con¬ 
siderable distance In point of time and 
place. But If we seriously consider the 
Implication Involved by Mr. Low’s os¬ 
tracism of Lee the case takes on anoth¬ 
er complexion. Let us stop a little and 
look at this. 

Mr. Low voted to exclude Robert E. 
Lee from the Hall of Fame either be¬ 
cause he regards Lee as a Rebel and 
Traitor deserving only to keep the 
company of the historic damned, or 
else he cast his vote against Lee 
through fear that with partisan Repub¬ 
licans and Implicable Sectlonalists an 
affirmative vote would some time or 
other come up In Judgment against him 
In case he should entertain future ambi¬ 
tions of his own. Either way, the mo¬ 
tive Is not very creditable to Mr. Low. 
It proves him at bottom either a hope¬ 
less malignant, or else a heartless 
demagogue. Yet Mr. Low Is a scholar 
and a thinker and old enough to know 
better. 

If we had a vote In this election there¬ 
fore we would see Mr. Low w r here he 
would consign the memory of Gen. L*e 
before he should receive It. Tiger or no 
Tiger. Tammany or no Tammany. The 
world bears witness to the nobility of 
the character and genius of Robert E. 
Lee. The ages will confirm this Judg¬ 
ment. To shut him out of any purposed 
Hall of Pome Is to draw a black line 
about the Southern section of the Un¬ 
ion and to say that its best beloved are 
contraband of history. The man who 
does that puts an affront upon every 
man, woman and child In the South. In 
the case of Seth Low* It is the less par¬ 
donable because he prides himself upon 
being an American and a liberal man, 
whereas such a vote proclaims him a 
narrow bigot. Palsutn In uno, falsum 
in omni. If he bb so wanting In pa¬ 
triotism he must be short on morals 
and voters of Southern origin In Now 
York should have none of him! 

We hope that we make our meaning 
clear. 


High Buildings and High Taxes. 

The argument Is made that the height 
of buildings in a city bears an Inverse 
ratio to the taxes; that the lower the 
taxes the more high buildings may be 
expected. Louisville, according to this 
argument, has few buildings of ten 
stories or more because the tax rates 
are too high. 

It was claimed during the meeting of 
the National Bankers' Association that 
Milwaukee has & lower tax rate than 
any other city of Its class In the coun¬ 
try. Cincinnati, St. Louis and Kansas 
City are also mentioned as cities that 
have lower tax rates and higher build¬ 
ings than Louisville. 

It is not at all necessary to controvert 
the advantage of moderate taxation. It 
Is the application of the rule to which 
there Is reason to take exception. 
When It to attempted to account for one 
fact by another, the first fact being ad¬ 
mitted, the Inquiry naturally arises, Is 
the second statement a fact? Are the 
tax rates of the cities named really low¬ 
er than those of Louisville? 

The Courier-Journal has Already quot¬ 
ed from the September Bulletin of the 
Federal Department of Labor, which 
gives statistics of cities of over 30.000 
inhabitants. These figures are mostly 
for the calendar year 1900, though as to 
some of the data they are for the fiscal 
year expiring June 30 or August 30. 
They relate, how*ever, to BUbat&nti&liy 
the same time, and so offer a fair basis 
of comparison. 

The tax rate per 31,000 of assessed val¬ 
uation of Milwaukee Is given as 323.14. 
This is not the lowest of any city of its 
else* In the country. Precisely what Is 
meant by a city of Its class may be a 
matter of dispute. But Milwaukee Is 
the fourteenth city In population In the 
United States. Detroit Is the thirteenth 
and Washington the fifteenth. Certain¬ 
ly these three belong to the same class. 
Now In Detroit the tax rate Is 31S.29 per 
31.000, while In Washington it Is 315. 
The conditions of Washington being ex¬ 
ceptional, wo may take the sixteenth 
city, Newark, N. J., where the rate is 
322.40. 

We now take up the comparison of 
Louisville w’ith the other cities named. 
The tax rate per 31.000. Including State 
and local. Is given as 322.65. which Is 
somewhat less than that for Milwaukee. 
Cincinnati ha® a tax rate of 325.98 per 
31.000; Kansas City. 330.90; St. Louis. 319. 
Of the four cities named, therefore, gt 
Louis is the only one that has a lower 
rate than Louisville. 

In a sense, these rates are nominal be¬ 
cause the real value of taxation depends 
upon the method® of assessment. The 
report before us gives data on this point 
also. In one column Is given the legal 
basis of awe»ment In percentage of full 
value; In another the basic In practice In 
per cent, of full value. In Milwaukee, 
Cincinnati and Louisville the legal basis 
Is 100 per cent., while the busig in prac¬ 
tice to given as 60 per cent. In St. Louis 
the legal basis Is 100; the basis In prac¬ 
tice 67 to 70. In Kansas City the legal 
ba®is, 100; the basis In practice. 40. 
Making corrections In the nominal rate 
to equalize the assessments we shall 
find the real rate of taxation In St. 
Louts but a trifle smaller than In Louis¬ 
ville. Similarly the rate in Kansas City 
will, by this correction, be brought down 
to 320.60. which to less than the Louis¬ 
ville rate, though the difference Is by 
no means enough to account for any 
great difference in the prosperity of the 
two cities. But of the three cities 
named that as«*>ss on the same bast®, 
Louisville has the lowest tax rate. It |® 
apparent that the number of high build¬ 
ings to not In an inverse ratio to the rate 
of taxation. 

There are grave doubts whether many 
cities have not carried the erection of 
high building** to an extreme. However 


this may be. It will probably be found 
J that a great Inducement to the erection 
of tall buildings Is the price of the 
ground. A one or two-stoty building on 
a high-priced lot Is not remunerative 
under ordinary conditions. Whether a 
ten or twenty-story building will pay 
or not depends upon the demand. This 
may be affected by the rate of taxation 
In the city, where It Is very high or very 
low. but there are many other factors. 
The views of capitalists as to future 
demand and possible rents have some¬ 
thing to do with the question, and as to 
both It Is possible to make costly mis¬ 
takes. In general, however, it may be 
said that when there is an effectual de- 
round for such buildings there will be 
capital forthcoming to put them up. 
and It will not be frightened off by the 
difference of a dollar or two In the tax¬ 
ation per 31.000 of assessed value. 

Unquestionably the lowest rate of tax¬ 
ation consistent with efficient service Is 
always deferable. This is not a question 
for argument. But there Is no reason 
why Louisville should be held out to the 
world as a city where higher taxe« pre¬ 
vail than In others when such to not the 
fact. Minneapolis, Minn., which Is the 
next city below Louisville In population, 
has a rate of 327.40 on the same basis of 
assessment. Jersey City, N. J., the next 
city above Louisville in population, has 
a rate of 323.30. The basis of assess¬ 
ment there Is said to be 100 per cent, 
of full value, but the total assessment 
Is only 393,325,000 against 3121,000,000 In 
Louisville. If It® property Is assessed to 
the full value, therefore. It Is a much 
poorer city than Louisville In spite of 
Its superiority in population, 

Louisville stands well In comparison 
with the other cities of the country. 
It is quite possible to make an argu¬ 
ment In favor of Improvement, where It 
In needed, without depreciating the 
standing of the city as compared with 
others. 


When a man goes from business to 
society the natural Inference is that 
his business will suffer. This appears 
to be the opinion of a great many of 
the aristocratic friends of 8lr Thomas 
Llpton. who has been winning golden 
opinions os a yachtsman, even If he 
cannot win races. At any rate, the 
London correspondent of the New York 
Herald cables his paper the news that 
the following notabilities have got rid 
of all the stock they once held In his 
incorporated business: The Speaker of 
the House of Commons, who held 1.000 
shares; the Duke of Fife, 1,000; Lord 
Rothschild, 5,000; Lord Selbornc, 1,500; 
Mr. Kennedy Jones, 2.000; Mr. Arnold 
Morley, 1,250; Mr. T. P. O’Connor, M. P.. 
1.000; Mr. Eustace Jamieson, M. P., 
1.000; Mr. Tim Healy, M. P., 750; Mr. 
Panmure Gordon, 1,000; Mr. A. O. Mur¬ 
ray, M. P., 1.000; Mr. Clement Scott, 
750; the Earl of Portsmouth, 500; Mr. 
Harold Hnrmsworth, 200; besides a host 
of others ranging from 100 to 2.000 
shares each. On the other hand E*r 
Thomas retains his old holdings of 
333,433 shares out of the entire half 
million, and some of hfs close personal 
friends are said to have Increased the 
amount of their shares. It Is to be 
hoped Sir Thomas Is not like Boston's 
own yachtsman. Thomas Law*son, who 
has ruined about all the men that lis¬ 
tened to his business advice, while at 
the same time cutting a conspicuous 
figure in the yachting and horse world. 
Investors In the Llpton company at the 
start have made a gTeat deal of money. 


A London cablegram to the New 
York Herald reports that the cotton 
shortage at Liverpool Is getting seri¬ 
ous, and that a repetition of last year’s 
cotton famine and stoppage of ma¬ 
chinery is very likely. This Is prob¬ 
ably true, as British manufacturers 
have bought little of the present crop, 
but the prevention or the cure of the 
famine Is easy. Cotton Is abundant 
and cheap, and If the spinners will not 
Insist on paying less than It Is w*orth 
they can get all they need. The South 
has a monopoly of the raw material, 
and being better able to hold back for 
higher prices has done so with the re¬ 
sult that England has become alarmed 
but without reason. Affairs now seem 
somew’hat on the mend, as exports and 
port receipts are showing large in¬ 
creases. 


Mrs. Leonora E. Piper, after four¬ 
teen years’ service as a medium, has 
now come out and honestly admitted 
that she does not believe she has had 
any communications with the other 
world In her trances. However, the 
spiritualist experts of the Society of 
Psychical Research, who have been us¬ 
ing Mrs. Piper so long In their investi¬ 
gations, refuse to accept her word, 
and still maintain she is & clairvoyant. 
Quite naturally; people who believe In 
spiritualism cannot believe anything 
that runs counter to their darling creed. 


Messrs. Levi P. Morton and Plerpont 
Morgan paid 340,000 for Lafayette relics 
In Paris. Intending to give them to the 
Congressional Library, but the Treas¬ 
ury Department rules that they must 
pay 110,000 duty on the souvenirs be¬ 
fore they can be brought Into this coun¬ 
try. If our glorious tariff had been In 
force during the days of the Revolu¬ 
tion it would have even barred out La¬ 
fayette and his ships. 


So Venezuela has defaulted payment 
of 33,000 due the United States on 
claims growing out of her revolution 
in 1892. while Castro is still trying to 
get up a revolution In 1901. A little 
patience and we may send In our bills 
against Venezuela on the basis of three 
revolutions for a quarter.

Shelbyvllle, Ky.. OcL 22.—I Special.]— 
TTie biggest real estate deal known In 
Shelby county of recent years was con¬ 
summated at the law office of Willis & 
Willi* here to-night. The purchaser is 
Col. Harry Weisslnger, the Louisville 
tobacco magnate, and the sellers axe 
several of Shelby’s wealthiest land own¬ 
ers. By the deal Col. Weisslnger be¬ 
comes the owner of 1,100 acres of land 
In one body Just south of town, for 
which he pays in round numbers 3100,- 
000. Thors who sold the land are How¬ 
ard Haribson and brothers, 460 acres, at 
3100 an acre; J. M. Wakefield and T. 
R. Webber, 270 acres, about 380 an 
acre; P. F. Beard and sisters, 270 acres, 
377.50 an acre; Ben McMackin, seventy 
acres, about 375. 

The whole tract runs from one road 
to another and overlooks the town, 
with the Harblson homestead In the 
forefront, and will make one of the 
handsomest homes and most valuable 
farms anywhere within the same dis¬ 
tance of Louisville. The four farms 
were sold without any one of the own¬ 
ers knowing the others were In the 
market.

For 
many years the veterans from this 
Statir who fought for the South have 
felt the want ot a home for their brok¬ 
en a nd poverty-stricken comrades. 
Resolution? introduced by Col. Bennett 
If. Young at yesterday afternoon's ses¬ 
sion were adopted \ytdch* placed the 
plans for the foundation of the home 
In definite form. 

The Confederate Veterans* Associa¬ 
tion of the State will raise $25,000 or 
more with which to buy a fine farm in 
some central location In the State. Part 
of the money will be used in fitting up 
In firm-class order suitable buildings to 
accommodate the veterans. Upwards 
of $8,000 in money of the fund neceseary 
for the purchase of the home 19 already 
In right. Added to this will be the pro¬ 
ceeds of the sals of the residence prop¬ 
erty on Chestnut street, between Pres¬ 
ton and Jackson, donated for a Confed¬ 
erate home by Capt. Daniel O. Parr 
tome months ago. 

After the home is fitted up It Is pro¬ 
posed to ask the State Legislature to 
appropriate a certain per capita per an¬ 
num for the support of the home. It Is 
felt that there Is no doubt that the Leg¬ 
islature will make the necessary appro¬ 
priation. From all parts of the State 
candidates for the Legislature, both,Re¬

The afternoon sesrion waa called to 
order by Commipnder Poyntz at 3 
o’clock. R. S. Tyler, of StiepherdsvlUe. 
flmt gained the recognition of the com¬ 
mander He said that ho wished to pro¬ 
test against some of the members of 
Camp Phil Lee which had been organ¬ 
ized in Bullitt county. 

”1 take this step.” said Mr. Tyler, 
"because I know that some members 
and officers of this camp which has 
been recently organized were not C* n- 
federate soldiers and should not receive 
nxwgnition as such. Understand mi I 
am not reflecting on the name of Phil 
Lee. He w as a Lieutenant Colon*! of the 
Second Kentucky and as you till know 
a most gallant soldier. Thes- mm who 
have organized this oatnp know that he 
was a gallant soldier and want to get 
In under his name. Some of the officers 
of this camp made an attempt to gt*t 
Into George B. Kostin Camp, but were 
refused admittance because they were 
not Confederate soldiers.” 

On motion the protest was referred 
to the Committee on Credentials. 

MaJ. R. H. Cunningham, of Ed Rank¬ 
in Camp, Hf-nderwn, w-ho had been 
selected to make the speech of the ses¬ 
sion In favor of the establishment of a 
Confederate Home, was intnriuced by 
Commander Poyntz. and coming to the 
platform spoke In part as follows:

Plea For a Home. 


"I have been honored by a request from 
Gen. Poyntz to speak this afternoon In 
behalf of those of our Indigent comrades 
—for whom a liberal provision has been 
made by one of the well-known and gen¬ 
erous citizens of the city, with the ulil- 
mate object of securing from the legisla¬ 
ture a yearly appropriation for the main¬ 
tenance of a home for them, our breth¬ 
ren in as noble a cause as any for which 
men ever laid down their lives. 

“To this end, 1 am asked to make ap¬ 
peal to the manhood and womanhood of 
Kentucky. That manhood und woman¬ 
hood l know too well, to appeal to on 
any hut the loftiest grounds of true chiv¬ 
alry &nd patriot.sm. 

"Who, then, are those for whose com¬ 
fort we are concerned? Who U4*e these 
old men, with tottering steps, nearuig 
the last tattoo? Who are these grizzled 
want-pinched sent.nels. awaiting the la- ? t 
’relief* before before laps' sound for 
eternity? Lot the question be answered 
In a few words of history. 

“From the Wot of the Roses w« trace 
to this Western world two thoughts, in 
many respects alike, in many Irreconcil¬ 
able. 

“At Jamestown ono with hands unused 
to toll, but strengthened by hearts full 
of a passion for freedom, the Cavaliers 
plant the standard of the king, and ny 
it the .standard of the cross. There, 
through storm and tempest, against 
treacherous and truculent savages, by 
their staink-ss swords und dauntless cour¬ 
age, they maintained them; and taught 
their Bons and daughters that the noblest 
death to die is thoit for right aiul coun¬ 
try. By liberty alone can they b» served. 
And when In the lap*c of years their 
rights were invaded and of thv.r coun¬ 
try. their home, tribute was demoaide<i, 
and its rights den.od; when the king, 
their guard un. became the tyrant anu 
oppressor, thai passion for freedom re¬ 
fused the tribute; rmalntained the right 
and defied the throne. 

“On bleak Plymouth Rook had landed 
the embodiment of the other thought- 
kindred, yet so unlike—where rugged 
hands and sturdy hearts newred out a 
home* wherein God might be served ac¬ 
cording to their own consciences. So far 
ahkr Puritanism oitui prized freedom 
for the church, os did the Cavaliers. But 
alas? not content to iterve God as they 
chos»\ they wished to force others to 
accept their ideas.

At the conclusion of tho addresses 
Commander Poyntz said that sugges¬ 
tions as to the manner of going about 
founding the home would now he heard 
from the delegates. Mr. J. B. Briggs, of 
Russellville, arose to state that he had 
already appointed a committee of three 
In each camp of his brigade to take 
steps toward the collection of contribu¬ 
tions. Capt. W. J. Stone took the floor 
and said: 

"It will not be much trouble to raise 
the money for this Confederate home. 
It need not be a very extensive affulr. 
After It Is established there will be no 
breakneck race to get places in It. Ex- 
Confederates are not made out of thut 
kind of material." 

The speaker went on to tell of how 
he had broached the matter of raising 
funds for the home to the Jim Pearce 
camp at his home at Kuttawa. 

"I told them," he said, "that we were 
going to give them the proud privilege 
of contributing to this fund. 1 explained 
to them the lines along which we In¬ 
tended to work. I had hardly finished 
talking before a prominent citizen of 
our town who has been a Republican 
nil his life stepped up to me and asked 
If we were ready to take the money 
now for the foundation of the home. 
Others followed him, and If we had 
been taking subscriptions then we 
would have secured at least $500 In a 
few minutes. 

"Somebody has said," continued Capt. 
Stone, "that we ask the Legislature to 
h«dp us establish this home. If anyone 
who is not an ex-Confederate, makes 
a request of the Legislature and it is 
granted I will be one of the find ones 
to express my thanks. But I am not In 
favor of any ex-Confcdorate making a 
request of a pension or anything like 
It from the State. To this I am heart¬ 
ily opposed. Whatever Is done. I atn 
In favor of expedition. The ranks are 
fast thinning. If we are to help them 
we must help them now." 

Capt. Stone said that It was a diffi¬ 
cult matter to practice charity upon 
ox-Confederate soldiers. 

"We tried to bring five members of 
our camp to Louisville on charity. We 
managed to get two of them to come, 
but while 1 was on the way to the de¬ 
pot I met another of these five driving 
In the opposite direction. 1 stopped 
him and asked him If he didn’t Intend 
to go to the reunion. He replied that 
he was too poor a man to afford the 
trip. 

" ’But,* I said. ’Jack, we have ar¬ 
ranged to take flv of you up there 
without It costing you a cent.’ 

"He straightened up on bis old rick¬ 
ety wagon and answered: *1^111. haven't 
you got any more sense than to think 
I btti a beggar?”* 

Col Bennett H. Young followed Capt. 
Stone. "So far." snld Col. Young, "no 
plan has been suggested to fouim this

In the pas' thirty-three yours, bom.- a 
most distinguished and conspicuous part, 
and for the renown of which. »n the aw. 
ful days of IMil-te, they courageously shrfi 
their blood and so freely risked their 
lives. 

Resolved. That a committee of twenty- 
five member*, representing the various 
camps In a* far as may be practical 
be named by the Commanding General of 
this division, who riittll be authorized and 
,lir> d for and on behalf Of the Ken¬ 
tucky Conf*de rates to take all th*' steps 
nc«v*4«arv to secure the funds needed

tain the Confederate Home after it had 
been founded, and he championed it 
with terms of fine eloquence. 

"If the counterpart of Kentucky Con¬ 
federate* can be found in the South," 
he declared, "they are In Maryland and 
Missouri." 

He then related the history of the 
Confederate Home In Maryland. The 
rich Baltimore Confederate Association 
had at first attempted to keep it up 
by contribution, but had trouble In do¬ 
ing this. The result w r as that the Leg.a- 
lature of that Slate was asked to^make 
an annua! appropriation of $12,500 to 
sustain the home, and the law was pass¬ 
ed. The same condition of affairs p:e- 
vailed In Missouri. Tbe Conf derate Vet¬ 
eran Association of Georgia with Its 
50.000 members did not sustain Its Con¬ 
federate Home. The Leglsature of the 
State gave annually sufficient money to 
support it. 

"Why shouldn’t we ask Kentucky for 
this appropriation?" said Col. Young. 
"Does not Kentucky owe much to the 
Canfederat • soldiery she furnished the 
Suuih.’’ 

Col. Young cited the instance of the 
trouble experienced In maintaining the 
local home. 

"Remember, comrades*" he said, "men 
who can support a Confederate Home 
grow fewer • ach year, while men who 
need a Confederate Home will increase 
each year. We should not L.uqd this 
home we propose to estiibi sh on dona¬ 
tions which we have yet to collect each 
year." 

Col. Young pointed out that tne law 
providing for the appropriation would 
g.. through the Legislature without a 
dissenting vote. He said that a Repub¬ 
lican State Senator from Louisville had 
come to him and asked him to allow 
him the honor of introducing th» bill. 

“Let us." continued the speaker, 
"raise the rund of $25,000. Let us put up 
fine houses well equipped for oui needy 
comrades. Then let us say to the Leg¬ 
islature, here is our home well fitted 
out.’ Kentucky will do the rest. We 
have delayed this work thirty-live years. 
It 1 * needed now more thun it ever wua 
or will be again." • 

Col Young concluded with a splendid 
appeal to establish the home on the plan 
os Indicated by the resolutions. 

John W. Green, representing a com¬ 
mittee of the Orphan Brigade, which 
had been appointed to co-operate with 
Col. Young in his plan ol> decuring th ? 
home, spoke a few word* In favor of the 
resolutions There wus a further dis¬ 
cussion of plans Col. Young suggested 
that all who wished could furnish room* 
In the proposed hom»‘ and for this would 
be allowed the privilege uf putting 
above the door o* the room furnished 
the name of sons* friend or relative 
whose memory they wishprl to com¬ 
memorate- It waa further proposed 
to create an auxiliary committee con¬ 
sisting of one or two members of each 
camp In the state to assist the commit¬ 
tee of twenty-five created by the rcprilu- 
tion In the work of raising the neces¬ 
sary funds. 

Albert Raskin, of Bath county, sug¬ 
gested that cottages be built nt the 
home ground* for those old veteran* 
whose wives were alive. In such cases 
the veterans, though indigent, would 
not wish to leave thrir wives t » go Into 
the home. It wa* decided to leave this 
matter to tht» committee. 

Col Young’s resolutions were adopted 
In reb«*l yell tones by the whole gather¬ 
ing standing. Won! from various 
camps was received pledging them¬ 
selves tor np aggregate of about $3,000 
in uddltlon to the $0,000 already pledged 
by the members of George B. F.astln 
Camp One ramp also pledged Itself to 
a donation of thirty aero* of land.

To strains of "Down in Dixie" half a 
hundred old Conf* d rate Veterans as¬ 
sembled in the parlors of the Louisville 
Hotel laM night and fought over the 
battles of Chlckamayga. Manassas. Get¬ 
tysburg and Fredericksburg and other 
bloody fields. They recalled so many 
reminiscences relating to the field of 
carnage that many a woman present 
hid her face in her handkerchief to bhut 
out the scene she Imagined before her. 

Last night's reception was the social 
*vei>t of the reunion. It w.*s held under 
the auspices of the Albert Sidney John¬ 
ston Chapter. Daughters of the Confed¬ 
eracy, and many prominent members of 
the chapter were in attendance and de¬ 
voted their entire time to making the 
evening an enjoyable cne for their 
guest* 

Capt. John H. Leathers presided at 
that part of the reception devoted to 
the speaking and Introduced the vet¬ 
erans to the audience. C4i*t. I-eathers 
made a short speech in opening the re¬ 
ception and spoke of the great good :hat 
had been accomplished by the organiza¬ 
tion since its inception and what it pro¬ 
posed to do in the future. He thanked 
the Daughters of the Confederacy lor 
•the interest they had manifest'd ;n this 
reunion, what they hod done fi»r the or¬ 
ganization and the decisive at ps they 
had taken toward erecting a fh me for 
indigent Confederates. 

The question of establishing a home 
for old Confederates at some point in 
the State was discussed at some leng:h 
by all of the speaker* and irt was the 
general opinion that if the Confederates 
and the Daughters of the Confederacy 
succeeded in their undertaking, the 
State would take hold of it and see that 
the home was maintained. 

Capt. Sam Blackburn made a short 
address at the reception, dlscuslsng the 
home and what gr % at good could be 
done by the establishment of such a 
refuge. He was followed by Capt. James 
Rogers, of Cane Run. Bourbon county, 
wh. spoke along the same ’tines, and 
said it was due to the effort* of the 
Daughter* of the Confederacy that so 
much had been accomplish.-d toward se¬ 
curing a home, and he thought that if 
they maintain the same interest In the 
future as they had displayed In the pa.*t 
there was n*> doubt but that the home 
would be built- He said that Jf the wo¬ 
men failed in the undertaking they 
should call on the men and they would 
l>e ass.-'ed. but in view ol the work 
done by the women in the past he did 
not think !t possible for them to fall. He 
•hen called attention to the many monu¬ 
ments these women had erected In the 
South in tumor of fallen heroes, and he 
did not think tha: any task wa* too 
great for them to undertnke. 

Capt. W. J. Stone, of Kuttawa. was 
the last speaker of the evening. He 
complimented the women on their ef¬ 
forts In behalf of the home, and eaid 
that If it was evei built he was sure that 
the State would maintain it. Capt. 
Stone and. In fact, all of the speakers 
told many anecdote* and stories re¬ 
garding their connection with the aimy. 
Some were truly amusing and others 
pathetic. 

After the speaking an hour wa* spent 
In social intercourse, after which light 
refreshments were served. An orchestra 
wa* in attendance, and during the re¬ 
ception rendered many patriotic air* 
that caused ttie old men lu gray to ap¬ 
plaud most liberally.

Hrs a Long Conference With a Priest, 
But the Interview Is of No 
Avail. 


Auburn. N. Y., Oct. 22.—Leon F. Cznl- 
g ox. the assassin of President McKin¬ 
ley, who is Awaiting electrocution In the 
prison here during the week commenc¬ 
ing next Monday, fully realizing that 
his death 1* now a question of a few 
days, ha* asked for spiritual consola¬ 
tion, and this afternoon received a vis¬ 
it from the Rev. T. Fzadinski, a Polish 
priest of the Roman Catholic church 

The Interview between priest and 
prisoner proved very unsatisfactory to 
both, it took place in the condemned 
man’s cell and conversation was car¬ 
ried on in Polish. During the Inter¬ 
view Czolgosz said that he had been 
baptized in the Homan Catholic faith 
In the Polish church In Detroit. He hud 
abandoned the church early in life and 
bad lost faith in its teaching*. Father 
Kzadlnskl urged him to renounce hi* 
belief in anarchy and return to the 
faith of his early years. Czolgosz de¬ 
clared his Inability to do so and he 
was Informed that utiles* he could the 
consolation of the church would be de¬ 
nied him. The priest urged the con¬ 
demned man to consider this matter 
carefully and told him that If at any¬ 
time he decided to re-embrace the falih 
he would return from hi* home In 
Rochester and slay with him until the 
end. 

Father Szadlnskl. before taking hi* 
department, left with Czolgopz some 
Catholic literature printed in Polish, 
and also some emblems of th<* church 
Czolgosz assured Father frstadlnskl that 
In case he determined t*» accept the 
offices of religion he would send for 
him. but he did not hold out much 
hope that he would renounce the doc-

Chairman Boyd then made an ex¬ 
haustive report of the trip taken on 
October 11 to th© capital, and called 
attention to the good it had done. H© 
said other trips would be made next 
summer. 

Secretary’ Van Pelt was then called 
on to make a report of his recent trip 
to Buffalo* where he attended, as Com¬ 
mercial Club delegate, the Internation¬ 
al Good Roads Congress. He reviewed 
the work of the two commercial con¬ 
ventions in Louisville that led to the 
organization of the Kentucky Good 
Roads Association, stating that it was 
the Intention to have another State 
commercial convention next year, a call 
for which would soon be tssued. 

• • • 

Thousands For Good Roads. 
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Among a great many other good 
things the report contained were the 
following paragraphs: 

The Committee on Resolutions was ap- 

g ointed from the delegate© from raven 
totes and Can ad*. Your secretary was 
* member of that committee. Tho reso¬ 
lutions are too lengthy to be given here 
and I will briefly ©tat© that they called 
the attention of Congress to the chaotic 
condition of Hie public roads of this coun¬ 
try. and the great need of invcKtlgatlon 
and educational work by the Government. 
They favored enlarging the work of th© 
Government Office of Public Road In¬ 
quiries of the Department of Agriculture 
Into a bureau, and recommended an ap¬ 
propriation of $l&).00o for that purpose. 
They also favored the formation of a 
State Good Ronds Association In every 
State In the Union. 

One of the im>*t practlrnl taike of the 
Congrees wa© made by Mr. C. W. Rom, 
Good Bond'* Commissioner of Ma**a<>hu- 
sttta. He said (hat th© hilly country «»f 
Massnchusett* mad© the building of raud© 
nvora ©xp©naive th4in In other sections ,»f 
the Union. Ten y«mrs ago, he declared, 
some of the rich farm lands had been 
abandoned A number of rich farms . nly 
five mlk* from Boston were laid waste 
because there were no facilities for th-* 
farmer© marketing tlwlr produce. Now. 
however, these conditions have b»*»*n 
changed, becnu»e of good road*. The 
farmer© are coming back to the State, 
and prosperity I© returning as a result 
of the good roads He said more than 
atK) miles of g«XHl road© had L'en built 
A State road had lK*en built from Boston 
almost to the Now York 8tur*» line. The 
Good Hoad* Oommiaston exp^ ^t© to build 
at host 1.800 miles of road before Its ln- 
t>or© are completed. 

• • • 

Way It I® Done In New York. 

The Hon. John A C. Wright, of New* 
York, who ha* probably done more to 
advance the mux* of good road© in New 
York than any other one man. made a 
most encouraging address to the conven¬ 
tion. He told w'lmt had been accom¬ 
plished in the Empire 8tate, and p«ud 
Uiat Uk> present State law* required the 


selected for the purpo©e. to preach a ser¬ 
mon on the "Social and Commercial Ad¬ 
vantage* of Bolter Roads.” 

• • • 

Legislative Assistance Needed. 

Mr. Ion B. Nall, president of tho Ken¬ 
tucky Good Roads Association. VM the 
next speaker. He began by compli¬ 
menting the work of the Commercial 
Club, and said he hoped to see It con¬ 
tinue until every section of Kentucky 
and of all neighboring State* would do 
more to develop good roads than they 
had ever don© before. He touched brief¬ 
ly on the history of bettor turnpikes by 
saying that the Initiatory came with 
the advent of the bicycle; that for near¬ 
ly a century the horse, mule and ox had 
bent their neck* to pull the load* over 
bad roads, and It was not until man 
sought to propel himself over the high¬ 
ways that he appreciated the fact that 
dirt roads would not dr*. He had been 
converted to the good-road Idea a* 
quickly as had Paul to Christianity. 

Mr. Nall told of a recent trip to the 
mountains, during which he traversed 
twenty-five miles Of a* bud road as ever 
firoke down a wagon or delayed coun¬ 
try travel. He related several anec¬ 
dotes of mountain roads and said that 
they were originally built for horseback 
rid-ing, the road being laid ofT purely 
for 1 *' Immediate convenience of the 
farmer*. They were frequently a lane 
with many hook* and crook*—yet were 
called roads. 

He stated that It was almost Impossi¬ 
ble to Improve the mountain roads in 
their present condition. The only thing 
feasible now* was to Impress upon the 
citizens the Importance of having a 
civil engineer and county commissio¬ 
ners. 

• • • 

The Beat In the World. 

He then touched on the road* of the 
Bluegraa* section and said ryitur© had 
solved the problem of good road* there. 
The only thing which had to i>e watch¬ 
ed was mending them and keeping them 
well rolled after each fresh supply of 
metal. 

Mr. Nall next reported a visit to the 
counties of Southern Kentucky, wjiere 
limestone is unknown and where the 
people ridiculed the Idea of turnpikes. 
He thought, however, much good could 
yet be done In that part of the State. 
He said more attention should be paid 
by citizens of all portion© of Kentucky 
to cutting ilowm grade*, building better 
bridge© and culvert© and making the 
roads wider. ID* referred to the fact 
that Kentucky should prafit by Nebras¬ 
ka road-building mistakes, whereby 
the roads arc being cut from sixty feet 
to thirty feet. 

Mr. Nall suld he had been doing ev¬ 
erything he could for the u©swifttion. 
but. as w'as doubtless well-known, he 
had met a eerlou* obstacle in the de¬ 
cision of Attorney General Breckin¬ 
ridge to the effect that no funds In the 
hand© of the Commissioner of Agricul¬ 
ture could be used for road purposes. 

• • •

Machinery Is Essential. 


Mr. Newman then spoke of the labor 
problem In connection with roads. He 
had solved U with a big rock crusher 
and he believed that in the future ma¬ 
chinery would have to be used every¬ 
where to k*ep the roads supplied with 
metal. 

He said it was the duty of every citi¬ 
zen of Kentucky to sec that the General 
Assembly had Its attent'on properly 
directed toward the good road move¬ 
ment and insisted upon legislation regu¬ 
lating the weights that certain tired 
wagons should carry. He toM of u 
farmer whom he knew, who to gel re¬ 
venge for an alleged over-collectlrm of 
toll, had put 10.000 pounds of hemp on 
a four-hor*e wagon, with only inch and 
a quarter tire* and hud it driven eight 
miles. The damage done the road was 
$500. The pike© could be saved from 
this ruthless tearing up by a law gov¬ 
erning the width of tires to correspond 
with the weight they have up. He said 
this one legislative act wv>uld save the 
Slate millions of dollar* and that good 
roads could not be hod and maintained 
without It. 

• • • 

Next Year’s Convention. 


Mr. Newman told of the practical 
demonstration being made on each road 
leading out of Lexington, for the State 
convention in Fayette’s county seat 
next fall. Tho road* w'ere being re¬ 
built for two mile* on each on modern 
plans. 

"We look to Louisville,” said Mr. 
Newman, "a© the center for all effective 
good road work. It i* the place from 
which to direct, I think we need an 
official paper, or at least a department 
In on©, to educate and enthuse the 
masse*."

An Old Member’s Talk. 


”f feel such an Interest In good roads,” 
said Mr. Georgo Brown, one of the char¬ 
ter member* of the Commercial Club, 
in starting hlfteptech, after being called 
to the front by the chilrman. "that I 
cannot let thl* opportunity pass to say 
a few* thing* on the subject. 1 believe 
the people in the State look to the city 
of Louisville and the county of Jeffer- 
j*#n to set them the example in Improved 
turnpike*.’’ 

Mr. Brown then explained hi* connec¬ 
tion with the free turnpike movement, 
having been a Board of Trade repre¬ 
sentative before the Fiscal Court, and 
©aid he would be candid, that he wa* 
opposed to free road©, although he now 
believed them right In principle. He 
said, however, that It wa* doubtful 
whether the much-talked-of free turn¬ 
pikes of Jefferson would remain so. 

”\Ye can’t have good roads unless we 
know them," the speaker said with 
some force, and to Illustrate hla Stand 
told the story of the president of a rail¬ 
road who bought a pug dog pup that 
grew to be a common cur.

Contractor With a "Job.”

The Appellate Court to-day reversed 
the Judgment o<£ the McCracken Circuit 
Court In the bribery c ise » f the com¬ 
monwealth against Ellis M. Headley, of 
Louisville, and sent ft bo *k to the lower 
court with directions to overrule the 
demurrer anil to try the case on the 
indictment. The whole court consid¬ 
ered the appeal ami five of the seven 
members unite In the opinion, which 
was written by Judge Guffy. 1 lie dis¬ 
senting members nr- Judges Burnam 
and DuRelle. 

The appellee Headley was Indicted 

Crscken Circuit Court on the charge 
of bribing W. E Baker, of Paducah, by 
paying him $160 -for th- purpose of 
buying hie Influence with the Demo¬ 
cratic challengers nnd election offi< era 
of the city of Paducah for the purpose 
of bribing the said challengers and elec¬ 
tion officers for the purpose of procur¬ 
ing and Influencing voter” at the 
election of November. 1900. against J. 

C. \V. Beckham, candidate for Govern¬ 
or, nnd Charles K. Wheeler, candidate 
for Congress. At the same term of 
court the defendant appeared and en¬ 
tered a demurrer to the indh tment on 
the ground that it failed to slat* any 
offense either under the statutes or 
at common law. At the April term of 
the court. In 1901. the trial judge sus¬ 
tained the demurrer to the indictment 
and dismissed It. and ordered that the 
defendant remain on bond during the 

pending of the appeal.

Judge GufTy Writes Strongly. 

The Commonwealth appealed the cas»* 
to the court here, contending that the 
Indictment Is sufficient both under the 
statutes and under the common law.

Sanders’ name was stricken off. 

Mr. Shecley then presented an affi¬ 
davit signed by Wash Lyons and Rufus 
Lyoix*. both colored. They w.-n* regis¬ 
tered n« Republicans from I he Seventh 
precinct of the First ward. In their af¬ 
fidavit they stated that they were * x- 
convicts, and wished their name? strick¬ 
en off. They were accommodated. T. 

M. Phythian mid J. T. Larkin were wit¬ 
nesses on the affidavit and also testi¬ 
fied that when guards at the peniten¬ 
tiary they knew the two men. 

When the Republicans commenced 
their work at the morning session, 
first name called, was Henry T. Schae¬ 
fer. bar-keeper at th** Farmers' Hntnc 
Hotel. His own statement was enough 
to make evident his right t » vote.

Three «-f thee* resolutions w*ere adopt¬ 
ed over the vetoes, only the Home Tele, 
phone contract being referred to the 
Committee on Revision. 

In the upper board, the underground 
wire ordinance was passed unani¬ 
mously, but the nominations mad* by 
City Attorney Stone for places in h.!s 
Office were not well r**«'elved. one being 
turned down, one tak»*n under consld- 
* ration and one approved. 

The underground wire ordinance as 
passed dlffi-rs from former ordinance* 
offered only In that It vest* alt dis- 
cretlonary power In the Board of Public 
Works instead of leaving so much for 
the • lectrlcol engineers to decide. In 
five years wires must be underground 
from M;iln to Walnut. First to Eighth 
-tr.» t**. In ten years the area Inclosed 
will extend from First to Twelfth s-treet. 
Main street to Ormsby avenue. 


UPPER BOARD. 


The Underground Wire Ordinance Is 
Passed. 

Pr.'Kident Reed called the upper board 
to ord**r promptly at 8 o’clock, nine 
members being present. Aldermen Oh- 
man. Rubel and Stratton were absent. 
President Reed asked If there was any 
communication from the Mayor, but 
there was none. 

An ordinance licensing surgeon* and 
dentils was reported favorably The 
annual license fee was fixed at $ 10 . It

This was merely a re-enactment of 
an ordinance now In force.

When the reading had been finished, 
Mr Colston priqxwed a minor amend¬ 
ment to one section which should give 
mm power t.• the Board of Public 
Work* Th** ordinance was then adopt¬ 
ed unanimously Messrs. Munn and 
Rohm were appointed n commute® to 
take the ordinance tu the lower board 
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and with the explanation that It had 
been passed unanimously by the upper 
board and to urge the lower board to 
take prompt action In the matter. 

Mr. Ballard proiK>sed it resolution 
that the City Attorney be Instructed to 
search for and procure the one missing 
share of the water company stock 
which Is supposed to be the property 
of the late William Jtay’s estate, it be¬ 
ing thought thut Mr. Ray purchased 
the share with the idea of turning It 
over to the city whenever the General 
Council should so desire. The resolu¬ 
tion went through unanimously and 
was then sent to the lower bourd. 

The upper board took a recess for 
ten minutes. Then It went Into execu¬ 
tive session for half an hour. 

After the board had come out of 
executive session. Mr. Ballard off.-red 
an adjourning resolution for Friday 
as a substitute to the resolution from 
the lower board.

LOWER BOARD 


Adopts Three Resolutions Over the 
Mayor’s Veto. 

It was almost 9 o’clock before Presi¬ 
dent Stern called the low*er board to 
order with sixteen members present. 
After Mr. Meriwether had made his ac¬ 
customed pruyer. Mr. Watson demand¬ 
'd that the minutes be read. II* 
that not reading the minutes of the 
previous meeting had caused unfavor¬ 
able comment among citizens. To sat¬ 
isfy Mr. Watson’s whim the minutes 
were read. Then follow ed the first mes¬ 
sage from the Mayor. In this message 
the Mayor vetoed the f>oll« pay-roll 
as passed by the General Council. This 
was the resolution by which eight po¬ 
licemen were refused pay pending nn 
investigation of accusation against 
them alleging unlawful political activ¬ 
ity. The Mayor. In his message, com¬ 
mented on the lack of evidence, and 
on the unfairness of holding up the 
salurles of men on account of (llnisy 
charges that had not been even Investi¬ 
gated. 

In the same message His Honor ex¬ 
pressed himself as heartily In favor 
of an Investigation of the alleged polit¬ 
ical assessments said to be In vogue 
In the police and fire departments. The 
Mayor’s message was taken up. the 
vote on it reconsidered, and the reso¬ 
lution adopted over his veto unani¬ 
mously. . .. 

Then the second message from the 
Mayor vetoing the resolution which In¬ 
structed City Attorney Stone to draw 
up a contract with the Horn** Telephone 
Company for putting In an under¬ 
ground fire and police telegraph sys¬ 
tem. was read. 

The vote on this resolution was re¬ 
considered and the resolution referred 
to the Revision Committee. 

The Mayor’s third communication 
vetoed the ordinance appropriating 
$21 980 to pay the Dixon Garbage and 
Crematory Company for the incinera¬ 
tor already put up. In consideration of 
the city’s being released from the con¬ 
tract for a second Incinerator. This 
went the popular route, the vote being 
reconsidered nnd the ordinance adopt¬ 
ed over the veto. 

The fourth veto, this time of the res¬ 
olution censuring Health Officer M. K. 
Allen for alleged political activity, met 
short shrift in the f’ouncll. In a few 
minutes it had met the fate of messages 
one and thren. 

A resolution from the upper board 
Instructing Attorney Stone to find and 
purchase the only outstanding share of 
the Louisville Water Company stock 
was referred. A resolution was passed 
cutting down the pay of Dr Cashln for 
examining the water of Goose creek 
from $500 to $300 

The underground wire ordinance was 
brought to the lower board by Aider- 
men Munn and Bohmer and the «*rd1- 
nance was referred to the Joint Street 
Committee. 

After a ten-minutes recess, the board 
adjnurned to meet Friday night at 8 
o’clock.

A SMALL DAMAGE VERDICT. 


J. R. Mllby, of Green county. Inch, 
convicted of running a counterfeit 
scheme through the malls, was sen¬ 
tenced by Judge Evans yesterday 
morning to serve fifteen months at 
hard labor In the penitentiary ui Nash¬ 
ville and to pay a fine of $ 100 . 

On a previous trial Mllby ‘was given 
ten months In the penitentiary. His 
attorney. William M. Smith, took the 
case to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
and secured a reversal. 

Mr. Smith made a motion for an ar¬ 
rest of judgment yesterday. This was 
merely a formal motion made to save 
the question.

Mystery surrounds the polron taken 
by John H. Lewis, who went to Mrs. 
Isaac Stout's boarding-house, at Mar¬ 
ket street and Ohio avenue, in Jeffer¬ 
sonville, and committed suicide. Lewis 
never regained consciousness and died 
y'esterday afternoon at 12:46 o’clock. 
Coroner E. M. Coots had the body re¬ 
moved to his undertaking establish¬ 
ment. In bis opinion Lewia took laud¬ 
anums Shortly before Lewis died. In 
answer to a question, he said: 

“I might have taken laudanum.” 

Police Onpt. J. T. Applegate received 
a long distance telephone message last 
night from J. C. Harvey, of St. I^ouis. 
concerning the disposition of Lewis’ re¬ 
main*. Earlier in the day he received 
a telegram from Harvey, Each was to 
the effect that a member of the family 
would reach Jeffersonville this morning 
to claim the body. He ordered It pre¬ 
pared for burial without regard to ex¬ 
pense. Mr. Harvey said he was not 
related to the suicide, and In his con¬ 
versation with Capt. Applegate threw 
no light on the case. 

Sergt. Jack Kendall recall* that 
I^ewls asked him hist Friday night to 
lock him In Jail. He explained that he 
was suffering from nervousness and 
had to hav* whisky. That night he 
walked the Big Four bridge, got whisky 
and returned at daylight. The next 
day he went to Mrs. stout’s boarding¬ 
house, On going there, he said: 

“I want to rest. I shall pay you $1 
for every day I may. I WAnt to see 
a doctor. I am so nervous I do not 
know what to do. If T go to sleep, do 
not arouse me. I must have rest/’ 

I«ewfs then left the house and re¬ 
turned with a celery compound, He 
also had bromo seltzer. He told George 
Stout that he was a Mason and that 
he wa* a member of Cedar Creek Lodge 
of Odd Fellows, at Denver. This was 
the last conversation held with Lewis. 

Previously he met Councilman A. O. 
Schuler and Informed him that his 
name was Clark and -that he c&mo 
from Colorado.

Petrified Body Exhumed. 

Jeffersonville people are speculating 
over the Identity of a prominent man. 
whose remains were recently removed 
from one grave to another, the transfer 
disclosing that the body had become 
petrified and resembled a perfect stone 
statue. The undertaking firm of 
Swartz & Hedgcock verify the story, 
but Mr. Swartz, In speaking of the mat¬ 
ter, declined to give the name of the 
man. These facts were ascertained: 

The man died se.veral years ago at 
an advanced age. The relatives decided 
that the lot where he was burled was 
too small for a family burial plot and 
engaged Swartz & Hedgcock to exhume 
the body. Accordingly Mr. Swartz and 
an assistant visited the place of burial. 
Two relatives of the deceased met 
them there. It was soon learned that 
the casket In which the man had been 
burled had decayed. 

Mr. Swartz’s assistant refused to con¬ 
tinue the work after reacning the cof¬ 
fin. He assigned as a reason that the 
remains were not In a condition to be 
handled. One of the other members of 
the party Inserted the end of the pick 
under the head or the casket and was 
surprised that he was -unable to move 
It. Then followed a startling discov¬ 
ery- The body was found *to be petri¬ 
fied. In a few moments the air caused 
the clothing in which the man had been 
burled to fall apart. 

After many efforts the body was 
raised from Its resting place. During 
the handling It was plneed in an up¬ 
right position. In the lapel of the coat 
was a pin emblematic of the order to 
which the man had belonged. Tills fell 
out and rolled across the stone form 
with a Jingle. The hands of the man 
were crossed on the breast and were 
a* white as marble. The vein* In the 
body were a shade darker than the 
other parts. The body wn* placed In 
u new casket and burled without any of 
the relatives being present. 

A slmiUr discovery to this was made 
on June 17, when E. M. Coots & Sons, 
of Jeffersonville, removed the remains 
of Isaac S. Lankford from the Apple- 
gate cemetry to th© National cemetery. 
New Albany. Tht* body was petrified.

If Any Money Then Remains Chair¬ 
man Vogt Will Ask That It 
Be Given Louisville. 


"There will certainly be a rebate of 20 
per cent, to all subscribers to the Tri¬ 
ennial Conclave entertainment fund." 
said Mr. Charles C. Vogt, Chairman cf 
the Executive Committee. ‘'Bills con¬ 
tinue to come In." added Mr. Vogt, "but 
there can not be enough now outstand¬ 
ing to cut Into the 120.000 to be used 
In refunding. It is possible that a final 
settlement of all claims will leave more 
than $20,000 In the treasury."
